THE CAPE PLAYHO! <’ 





PLAYHOUSE GROUNDS PROVIDE 
BIRD SHELTER 


A survey conducted last week reveals 
that no less than 29 species of birds are 
currently nesting on the 30 acres thai 
comprise the Cape Playhouse grounds. 
A further estimate—and it must be ad- 
mitted that a miscalculation conceivably 
could occur here—has 75 pairs of breed- 
ing species, a figure and a pursuit that is 
calculated to vield some 225 young 
birds bred on the grounds this season 
that will grow to maturity. 


Included in the 29 species are Balti- 
more orioles, yellow owarblers, three 
species of sparrows, chickadees, brown 
‘thrashers, kingbirds, flickers, chewinks, 
bob-whites, woodcocks, ruby-throated 
humming birds, mourning doves, whip- 
poorwilis, robins and cowbirds. Most 
numerous are the robins, most peculiar 
the cowbird, the female of the species. 


Called the social parasite of the 
American bird world, authorities on our 
feathered friends declare that for every 
cowbird that comes to maturity a brood 
of some other species must die. When 
the female cowbird finds the duties of 
motherhood imminent she hunts stealth- 
ily through woods, shade trees or or- 
chards until she discovers some smaller 
bird’s nest containing one or more fresh 
eges. If the Owner of the nest is en- 
gaged in laying an egg, the cowbird 
waits if possible until her victim has left 
the nest, and then, slipping in, deposits 
her own egg. Sometimes she is unabie 
to find an occupied nest in time and has 
been known to lay an egg in an unfinish- 
ed domicile or even on the ground. At 
all events she leaves it in the most con- 
venient place and continues on her friv- 
olous way. 


Victims of the odd antics of the cow- 
bird sometimes desert the nest, but this 
seems to be a rare occurrence. Usually 
they incubate and haich the interloper. 
The young cowbird, being larger, and 
generally hatched first, gets an earlier 
start than the others, soon monopolizes 
nearly all the food, while the rightful 
heirs dwindle away and perish. Other 
names by which the cowbird is known, 
according to that interesting and author- 
itative volume, “Birds of America,” are 
lazy-bird, buffalo bird and brown-headed 
oriole. 


In the instances of the bluebirds and 
tree swallows, all pairs are nesting in 
boxes set out by the Cape Playhouse. 
These nesting boxes—visible from al- 
most anywhere on the grounds—were 
obtained from the U. S. Ornithological 
Observation Station, Wellfleet, Cape 
Cod, and are on sale to the public by 
Mr. A. O. Austin, in charge.

THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
NOTES ON THE PLAYERS 


DONALD BRIAN will be remembered 
by Playhouse patrons for his appearances 
here last summer in “Accent on Youth” 
and “Fly Away Home.” Born in Bos- 
ton; in his early teens he went on tour 
with “Shannon of the Sixth,” a popular 
melodrama of its period. After serving 
a further apprenticeship with a medi- 
cine show, he finally arrived on Broad- 
way and in musical comedy. With 
George M. Cohan he appeared in “Little 
Johnny Jones” and ‘“Forty-Five Min- 
utes from Broadway.” Then for eight 
years he was under the management ot 
Charles Frohman, playing leads in “The 
Dollar Princess,’ “Marrying Mary,” 
“The Girl from Utah” and “Sybil,” the 
latter with Joseph Cawthorne and Julia 
Sanderson. For 110 consecutive weeks, 
—one of the record engagements of all 
time—he played the Prince in “The 
Merry Widow.” One of his last Broad- 
way appearances was in “Fly Away 
Home,” in which, as has been stated, he 
was seen at the Playhouse last season. 
In “The Song and Dance Man”, Mr. 
Brian is appearing in the role originated 
by George M. Cohan when the play was 
done at the Fulton Theatre in New 
York some years ago. 


DOROTHY BLACKBURN also will 
be remembered for her appearances 
here last season. She had previously 
appeared with Mr. Moore’s company at 
St. Petersburg, Fla. Some of her numer- 
ous Broadway engagements have been 
with Frank Bacon in ‘“Lightnin’,” with 
Leslie Howard in “Berkeley Square,” 
with Billie Burke in “The Vinegar 
Tree,” and with Frank Craven in “The 
19th Hole.” 


PHILIP HUSTON has been a regular 
member of the Playhouse company for 
several seasons. Prior to becoming an 
actor—and that would have been about 
Six years ago—he was successively an 
automobile salesman, a lifeguard, a 
newspaper reporter, a cartoonist, a 
player. <A collision between his truck 
and a tree drove Huston into the ranks 
truck driver and a professional basebal} 
of professional baseball, where as a 
shortstop for the Hartford Eastern 
League team he was doing quite well 


until his infatuation for an actress fin- 
ally led him to the stage. He was lead- 
ing man for Eugenie Leontovich in 
“Romance” before joining Mr. Moore’s 
organization. 

DUDLEY HAWLEY is also a mem- 
ber of the resident company at the 
Playhouse. He was born in Styal, 
Cheshire, England. His engagements 
have been numerous and varied, from 
the tear-jerking drama ‘of “Common 
Clay,” in which Jane Cowl made a sig- 
nal triumph, to the boisterous horse- 
play of “Up in Mabel’s Room.” He has 
been in “Ladies of the Evening,” and 
the less bawdy “Ladies of the Jury,” 
the latter with Mrs. Fiske, and among 
his other engagements of note have been 
with Conrad Nagel in “The First Apple” 
and with Edward G. Robinson in “Mr. 
Samuel.” 


OTTO HULETT appeared with 
Gladys George throughout the long 
Broadway run of “Personal Appear- 
ance’. Prior to that he was seen in 
New York in ‘‘Thunder on the Left.” 


RUTH YORKE is making her first 
appearance at the Caps Playhouse. She 
appeared in New York last season in 
“Parnell”, and has had extensive radio 
experience.
